will be announced by thé Premier, Dr. Milon 
Hodza, over the radio on May 20, it is learned

Regarding the contents of the nationalitics statute, 
which is intended to bring about a solution of the 

. tension existing between the various nationalities 
within the Czechoslovak Republic, it is understood 
that the statute consists of a gencral law of about 
80 articles and of a number of special laws deal- 
ing with details of matters of nationalities. - 


In the preface, it ms learned, 
the statute will sive a historic 
deseription of the situntion of 
the nationalities in the terriLory 
of Czecho-Slovakia before and 
after the Great War, and will 
explain the present relations be- 
tween Czechs and Slovaks on 
the one hand and other nationali-+ 
ties on the other hand. 


The preface is followed 
seven sub-divisions:

The first summarizes all men- 
sures in favour of minoritics 
stipulated in the Czecho-Slovak 
Constitution and in previous 
legislation. ~ 

The second reiterates the ad- 
ministrative regulations on Ar- 
ticle 134 of the Czecho-Slovak 
Constitution prohibiting dena- 
tionalization. 


ETHNIC GROUPS 


The third sub-division ecstab- 
lishes the legal basis for ap- 
pointment of representatives in 
Parliament in accordance with 
the proportion of the various 
nationalities in the social and 
cultural activities of the State. 

The fifth sub-division estab- 
lishes cultural autonomy for 
secondary schools of the various 
nationalitics in Bohemia, Mora- 
via and Slovakin by creation of 
provincial boards of education of 
various nationalities, 


USE OF LANGUAGES 


The sixth sub-division regu- 
lates the use of languages which 
will be placed in equal footing 
within Czecho-Slovak territory, 
and stipulates that in any case,

It will not grant to the German 
minority full autonomy, since the 
Czechs belicve that the Germans 
would promptly use thelr privi- 
leges to secede. 


Sccondly, it cunnot allow the 
Germans to realise their National- 
Socialist creed, for that would 
destroy the .democratic foundn- 
tions of their republic, and con- 
demn the Socialists, Catholics and 
Jews in the autonomous territory 
to the loss of their civic rights. 


Lastly, it will not, at the bid- 
ding of a minority, alter the whole 
direction of its foreign policy; in 
other words, it will net abandou 
its alliance with France and its 
‘pact with the Soviet Union.

So much we have all grasped.

with 3.2 mitilion Germans, 700,000 
Hungarians, 660,000 Ruthenians 
(Russians of the Ukrainian stock) 
187,000 Jews and 131,000 Poles. 


So heterogencous a State could 
survive without intolerable strain 
only in a disarmed and Inw-uabid- 
ing Europe, and only then if it 
followed a tolerant and Liboral 
policy.

INSTEIN has become a tegend 
in his own lifetime, partly, 
aut least, because his work is 
thought to be incomprehensible, 
and he satisfies a craving for the 
mysterious by people who no long- 
er believe in ghoata, In this book 
he tries to dispel the impression, 
and persuade us that his revolu- 
tlonary theories ure only common 
sense, 

At any rate, there is nothing 
here which should be too difficult 
for anyone who understands’ how 
a dynamo, let alone u radio set, 
works. There are no mathematics 
at all, and ull but one of the many 
diugrams’ are very simple. 

He traces the historical de- 
velopment of some of the leading 
Ideas in physics, First he records 


the rise of the mechnnical view.' 


Matter and Hght were supposed to 
consist of particles whose motion 
could only be altered by forces 
which depended on the position of 
other. particles. This 
theory explains 
things, from the movements of 
tho stars to the pressure in a gas, 

‘One important consequence of it 
was that men leurned how to mea- 
ature forces accurately. And-us 
soon ‘us they did. so they found 
exceptions to their rules. 

“Neurly evory great udvance in 
seience,” say the authors, “arises 
from ua crisis in’ the old theory, 
through an cndeavour to find a 
way out of the difficultics creat- 
ed.”

RIDAY’S air raid alarms by syren, quite the most effective of 
the experiments carried out in Hong Kong, served as a re- 
minder that A.R.P. problems are likely to become more and more 
the direct interest of the individual in the near future. Little 
has yet been heard ofthe work of Wing-Commander Steele-Per- 
kins, the Colony’s recently acquired A.R.P. officer, but that is to 
be explained by the necessity for the heavy spade-work which 
must inevitably be the prelude to any large-scale campaign that 
is to be effective. Within a short time, the programme set for 
the Colony will take final shape, and success will then largely de- 
pend upon public co-operation. : ; 
It is interesting to note, in this connection, the trend of the 
arguments of Mr. Winston Churchill in the recent House of Com- 
mons debate on air raids precaution, Mr. Churchill brought, to 
the discussion his customary lucidity and breadth of vision when 
dealing with mililary matters. One of his main contentions 
vives some reassurance even in the perilous condition in which 
the prospects of modern warfare place civilisation. He faced the 
likelihood that ‘the main object of a ruthless aggressor would be 
rapidly to cow the civilian population so that, although their mil- 
itary resources might be practically unimpaired, they would force 
surrender on their Government. The reply to these tactics, he 
holds, does not Jie in reprisals of the same nature. He is con- 
vinced that “if one side in an equal war endeavours to cow or 
kill the civilian population and the other steadily attacks military 
objectives victory will go to the side that avoids the horror of 
making war on the weak and helpless.” Jt is another way of 
saying that that country is strongest which is free to devote its 
Air Force to its legitimate purpose of destroying the depots and 
arsenals, the lines of communication, and the military forces of 
its opponents. But that freedom can be based only upon a civilian 
population that is given the maximum of protection feasible and 
taught to make use of it. Helplessness is the most demoralising 
of all factors in emergency, the knowledge that one is contribut- 
ing, however humbly, ta a common plan the most heartening. 
The basis of all air-raid precautions must lie in convincing the 
citizen that government hag done all that can be done to safeguard 
his home, and his life, that he has his part to play if the worst 
occurs, and that his place in the system has been thought out 
and carefully allotted. In. these conditions and‘in these only 
will that “resisting power and capacity for bearing punishment 
with fortitude” which Mr. Churchill grimly postulated as essential 
to victory be nourished. Danger from the air takes several 
shapes. Against the large armourpiercing bomb complete pro- 
tection, even if it were possible. would be ruinous in cost, and 
that is not contemplated. The weight of the bomb limits its 
use, and it is intended for special objectives. Against smaller ex- 
plosives, the incendiary bomb, and gas protection is possible. Safe- 
ty from the first.of these demands readily avatlable sandbag shel- 
ters, and the local government, if it follows Home precedent, .will 
bear the cost of providing these. The second, the incendiary 
bomb, enn be checked in its ravages by the individual with cour- 
age, skill, and the right apparatus. For public purposes fire- 
fighting appliances are provided but it is expected that the house- 
holder will provide himself as far as possible with the tools for 
extinguishing fire bombs much as the prudent motorist keeps an 
extinguisher in his garage. It is essential that the Government 
should prevent the cost of this simple apparatus being made the 
subject of 2 “ramp”. Against gas the British’ Government 
claims that masks now available ure as efficient a8 can be made.

against gas will depend largely upon the efficiency of gas-proofing 
of rooms by houscholders and, secondarily, on the corps which are 
being trained in anti-gas precautions, and whose numbers will need 
to be heavily increased.

On what. basis ia 
the League of 
Nations. to stand 
if breach of the 
covenant or 
breach of a pledge .

pretext by other countries to 
follow suit? That was the pri- 
mary point raised against Lord 
Halifax during League Council 
discuasions on recognition of 
the Italian conquest of Ethiopia. 
The debate was initiated by Bri- 
tain on the excuse that the 
countries de- 
manded that a confusing situa- 
tion should be clarified. Lord 
Halifax was found urging recog- 
nition as “an Idenl of practical 
influence for peace.” Theclash 
of “Ideals” found Britain plump- 
ing for peace, he’ declared. 
Had Lord Halifax kept to Mr. 
Chamberlain’s more honest de 
finition, renlism, the debate 
might have continued in a leas 
cynical atmosphere. The ob- 
ject, however, was achieved, and 
for all who choose, there is now 
nu free hand to acknowledge 
King Victor Emmanuel as Em- 
peror of Ethiopia. 


In the United. States, where 
President Roosevelt selected the 
eve of the Council ntecting for 
an appeal for a special effort by 
the principal nations of the 
world to construct a new and 
better world order, the League 
decision did - further disservice 
to Mr. Eden’s slow development 
of closer Anglo-American _un- 
derstanding. Mr. Cordell Hull 
publicly announced that the 
United States had no intention 
of going back on her undertak- 
ing not to recognise the fruits 
of aggression.

Lord Halifax was no more 
happy over the Spanish contro- 
versy which was also raised at 
the League Council meeting. 
He argued Britain’s case ex- 
ceedingly well, but no effort on 
his part could remove from the 
the — overhanging

Note the ironical juxtaposition of 
the National Council -for Civil Li- 
berties and the National Council 
for the Disposition of the Dead 
(Incorp.). Make the happy = dis- 
covery that there is a Society of 
Hope for Young Women and Child- 
ren, and a Society of Retreat Con- 
ductors (no connection with 
Transport House). - 

Turn to the Peace Yerr Book. 
See how a. single cause has creat- 
ed round itsclf a most elaborate 
astronomical system of heavenly 
bodies and their satellites—many 
of. which, like their prototypes in 
the sky, are dend and spend al) 
their time revolving mechanically 
in circles.

Now think of all tho officers and 
committees invalved—of the prem- 
ses, ataffs, cquipment, expenses.

The film showa the tank, or in- 
fantry, or aircraft moving as they 
would in wartime conditions, and 
the film is atopped automatically 
at each hit, showing It up as a 
point of light. 

This is an exciting way of on- 
suring accuracy of aim. I saw 
the gunners hitting every time. 

Among the regiments I visited 
Wax the 8th Curansiers, which is 
the leading mechanised unit in the 
French Army. 

1 have the honour to be the only 
foreigner who has been allowed 
to inspect them; for they are to 
be used as shock-troops in sup- 
port of the “hush-hush” Maginot 
Line, 

CIRCUS CYCLISTS IN ACTION 

To carry out their task of be- 
ing the spear-head of the French 
Army they are being supplied 
with remarkable equipment. 

They are equipped with 55 
m.p.h. armoured’ cars and a com- 
pany of armed | motor-cycle com- 
bination riders who can rival any 
circus cyclists in the world. 

The men are a8 proud of the re- 
yiments’ cars und cyeles as they 
were previously of its horses. 

These armoured cars open up 
x new conception of war. They 
have two engines and two drivers. 
Tyres. ure puncture-provf und the 
armour has not yet been pierced 
by any bullet. 

(They are fitted with two-way 
wireless capable of receiving or- 
dera from headquarters ar the 
commander, 

They can even take their diree- 
tions straight from one of their 
own officers working as an ob- 
keryer in an aeropkine overhead, 
Four or five officers in’ cach 
mechanised regiment have one 
month’s training in fying duties 
each year. .

Tn an attack the amoured cars 
are escorted by the motor-cycle 
combinations which act as scouts 
and Jand “torpedo-bonts.”

He was impressed hy 
Mr. Armstrong's argument, bu 
yaufter leaving Court was agsailec 
with doubts and had decided to 
review his former decision. 

My, Lindell pointed out that it 
could nat well be argued that 
goods and chattels seized on thy 
premises could be in the apparen 
poxsession of the principal ten- 
ant, and the bailiff could not rea- 
sonably suppose the property to 
be in the possession of the vrin- 
cipal tenant.

European Governments to alter 
their oolicy in this matter but he 
would like to take the present 
opportunity to assure the Spanish 
peop'e of his special sympathy.

CHINESE QUANDARY 


As soon as the Lunghai Rail- 
wny to the weat of Hauchowfu ia 
cut, the Japanese forees in enst 
Shantung are expected to close in 
towards Hsuchowfu. 


The presence of Japanese troops 
in east Shantung prevents the 
Chinese from shifting their troops 
to points weat of Heuchowfu, while 
any depletion in the Chinese for- 
tes east of Hauchowfu would give 
the Japanese an opportunity of 
pushing: towards Hauchowfu 
through Taierchwang. 

The situation in the castern 
section of the Lunghai Railway is 
comparatively unimportant. | 


HAICHOW DEAD 


Maichow is a dead port owing to 
the fact that the Chinese in anti- 
eipation of on Japanese landing 
there, have already systematically 
destroyed the Haichow —harbour- 
works. 

They are also tearing up the 
Lunghai Railway track between 
Haichow and Sinancheng, #0 that 
even if the Jupanese occupy the 
stretch of railway enst of Hau- 
chowfu, this would give them lit- 
tle material advantage.

The main body of the Japanese 
forces is reported here to be mass- 
ed in west Shantung for a drive 
towards Kwelteh from the north. 


YUNGCHEN . 


If the Chinese .cun hold baci 
the Japanese column at Yungchen, 
the main battle, it is thonght here, 
will be fought in west Shantung 
north of the Lunghai Railway. 

Many observers compare the 
present Japanese strategy with the 
Japanese landing at Hangchow 
Bay during the hostilities round 
Shanghai. 

If the Lunghai Railway be 
comes more seriously threatened, 
the Chinese forces in south Shan-
